I read in the 
report in 'aae Gazette that there is a 
contemplated enlargement of our pres­ 
ent library rooms. 
I see that we now 
pay $250 a year rent, and I assume 
that when the room is enlarged that 
we wilL be expected to pay consider­ 
ably more. 
Now, as a loyal citizen, interested 
in the people, I ask if it would not be 
vastly better for the city to have a 
ibrary building of its own.

TW O S T A K D A R O S 
Bimetallism means a good many 
things this yea?. 
In its logical sense 
the word means the use of two money 
standards—one of gold and one of 
silver. 
The American statesmen ta 
the early yearB of the republic en­ 
deavored to 
establish and put Into 
use both these precious metals as 
oney of account and commerce, hut 
they only wanted one unit of value 
for measuring the value of all kinds 
of property and debts. 
They ealled 
that unit a “ dollar.” 
To make the 
two metals—the white and yellow—- 
work together as a common measure 
of values of 
property and credits 
they 
proceeded 
to 
ascertain how 
much of the white metal by weight 
would exchange for a certain weight 
of the yellow metal. 
At their first at­ 
tempt they fixed the weights at fifteen 
ounces of silver to equal in commer­ 
cial value one ounce of gold; hut ex­ 
perience showed that they had put too 
much gold in the gold dollar by a few 
cents, and they would not work to­ 
gether on equal terms as money of 
of commerce. 
About forty years later, when Gen­ 
eral Jackson was president, the dem­ 
ocratic party then being in power 
changed the ratio to 16 ic I. 
That is, 
they amended the unit so as to declare 
that 16 ounces of silver 
were 
the 
equivalent in value to one onnee cf 
gold, and proceeded to coin dollars of 
both metals on that ratio, 
The weights of the respective dol­ 
lars were then and thereafter aa fol­ 
lows: 
The gold dollar to weigh 23 1-5 
grains of pore gold. 
The silver dollar to weigh 371 \ 
grains of pure silver. 
There were two standards established 
in 1834. 
They were supposed to be 
of 
equal intrinsic and commercial 
▼aine. 
And it was believed that they 
would circulate together in buying 
and Belling all kinds of property, 
and that they 
would interchange 
with each other on terms of equality 
in all business transactions. But they 
never did, aa it turned out that 371J 
grains of silver were worth in buying 
things 2 to 3 cents more than 23 1-5 
grains of,gold. 
Henee, the standard 
silver dollar never circulated as money 
among the people until after the silver 
metal itself began to depreciate in 
purchasing power all over the world 
whioh happened a little more than 
twenty years ago. 
This depreciation of silver has been 
going on steadily and inexorably unti 
it now requires 700 grains of silver to 
buy as much labor or property as 2 
1-5 grains of gold. 
As the gold arc 
silver dolls re are now far apart in in 
trinsic value they cannot be circulated 
on equal terms nnder free coinagejsnd 
the real issue before the country is 
which of them shall be used as the 
standard coin to measure values and 
pay debts.

New Y ork,'July 30.—Mrs. George P. 
Knapp, wife of the missionary, the Rev. 
George P. Knapp, who was arrested at 
Bitlis, eastern Turkey, on the charge 
of conspiring against the Turkish gov­ 
ernm ent, has arrived in this country 
from the east. 
Mrs. Knapp left her 
husband in Constantinople to stand 
trial upon the charges preferred against 
him. 
Upon the m issionary’s insistence the 
government secured ex-parte affidavits 
and depositions as to his alleged wrong­ 
doing, with the result th at charges 
were drawn from the sworn statem ents 
of twenty-two persons, whose names 
are attached to the legal documents. 
These charges were presented by the 
Turkish m inister of foreign affairs to 
the United States charge d’affaires at 
Constantinople. 
It is stated that he 
was the instigator of the uprisings 
against the Turkish governm ent which 
were so relentlessly put down, and Ar­ 
menian witnesses are produced who 
have testified to that effect. It is also

A French scientist has been making 
experim ents with the growth of plants 
under different conditions of colored 
light. 
Under the method of experi­ 
ment the endeavor was made to keep 
the plants under sim ilar conditions of 
temperature, 
moisture, soil, etc., so 
that it would be fairly reasonable to 
infer that any abnormal differences in 
growth would be due to the difference 
in light conditions. 
It is reported, as 
a result of this experiment, that the 
red light produced even more 
note­ 
worthy results than white light in the 
way of forcing growth. 
W hile the 
plants were strong and vigorous under 
the influence of white light, those un­ 
der the red panes of glass grew to a 
greater height and burst into bloom 
earlier.
